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16-YEAR SENTENCE FOR THEFT TO RUN CONCURRENT 


Crawford receives life sentence

John Vernon Crawford, age 22, of 
Elba, AL, was found guilty of mur- 
der by a jury of his peers on 
Wednesday , September 16, 1992, 

On Thursday of last week, Sep- 
tember 24, Circuit Judge Terry L. 
Butts sentenced Crawford to life in 
prison. 

In addition to the life sentence, 
Crawford was ordered to pay $50 to 
the Crime Victims Compensation 
fund and court costs. He was given 
creditnfor the 161 days that he has 
been in the Coffee County Jail. 

Crawford was arrested on April 
15, 1992 and charged with murder in 
the October 6, 1991 beating death of 
Ollie Ray Bush, age 45, of Opp, AL. 

David Harrison, the defendant's 
attorney, contended throughout the 


trial that Crawford did not kill Bush 
and that none of the state's witnesses 
could place him at the scence of the 
murder, 

However, several of the state’s 
witnesses did place Crawford with 
the victim on the night prior to his 
body being found on Sunday mom- 
ing, October 6, 1991. 

Testimony was given by a former 
girlfriend of Crawford's, Janeen 
Johns Sasser, that he confessed to 
her that he had killed Bush, 

She stated on the witness stand 
that Crawford told her that he and 
Bush got into an argument and that 
Bush threatened to kill him. She tes- 
tified Crawford told her that he hit 
bush with a baseball bat or stick, 
pulled out his knife and cut Bush’s 
throat. 

During the sentencing hearing, 
three character witnesses testified as 
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is deemed a success 


to Crawford's good reputation and 
that he was a good employee who 
was likable and reliable. 

Prior to sentence being pro- 
nounced by the court, Crawford said, 


“I throw myself before the mercy of 
the court.” 

A motion by Harrison that Cra- 
ford be given probation was denied 
by Judge Butts. 

In sentencing Crawford, Butts re- 
ferred to the defendant's testimony 
that he had been drinking and smok- 
ing pot on the night of the murder. 
The judge said, “I think it contribut- 
ed to it (the murder),” 

In an unrelated charge of theft in 
the first degree, Crawford plead 
guilty. He had earlier told Judge 
Butts that he wanted a jury trial in 
the matter, but later reconsidered af- 
ter conferring with his attorney in 
private. 

On the theft charge, Butts sen- 
tenced Crawford to serve 16 years in 
prison, The sentence is to run con- 
current with the life sentence. He 
was also ordered to pay $200 restitu- 
tion, $50 to the Crime Victim Com- 
pensation Fund, and court costs. 

Harrison gave verbal notice of ap- 
peal in the murder trial and that a 
motion for a new trial would be filed 
with the courts.

County Commission approves FY-93 budget

The Coffee County Commission 
approved a budget of more than $5.5 


_‘ million for the 1992-93 fiscal year 
in Monday’s meeting. - 


g 

Revenues for the 1992-93 FY are 
estimated by the commission to be 
$5,565,535.00. This year’s budget is 
just over one-half million dollars 
more than last year’s. 

Max Hand, director of the Cross 
Trails Region Library, appeared be- 
fore the commissioners expressing 
hope that they would see fit to in- 
crease the appropriation to Cross 
Trail. 

Hand described just a few of the 
services being provided to county 
residents. He told commissioners 
about the inter-loan and reference 
service, the book-by-mail service to 
rural residents, and the outreach li- 
bray service provided to the resdi- 
dents of Coffee County. 

He also commented on the con- 
sulting service provided for the con- 
struction of new library facilities. 
This, he said, has been very valuable 


to the cities of Elba and Enterprise. 
They have both been involved in a 
bulding program. Elba's new library 
should open next month and Enter- 
prise’s new facility will be complet- 
ed in the near future. 

Hand noted that he has asked all 
counties being served by Cross 
Trails to increase their appropia- 
tions. 

The commission budgeted 
$8,000.00 to Cross Trails Library - 
$5,000 in appropriations and $3,000 
for cars and equipment. 

Commissioners also voted to im- 
plement a classification plan for all 
county employees. The plan adopted 
by the commission is based on a 
study that was made by Auburn Uni- 
versity, The plan is also being used 
by three other counties in the state. 


The plan will be used in the hir- pa 


ing of new county employees and in 
the giving of raises. 

Revenue Commissioner Ronnie 
Bums, who was at the commission 
mecting, commented that he felt that 
the county’s department heads 
should have had more input into de- 
vising a classification plan for

Committee members will study 
the achieved successes of the City of 
Elba, the present successes of the 
City, and propose a plan for the 
needs and successes of the City in 
the future. In essence, prepare a 
blueprint of the City’s needs, wants, 
and ultimate goals, 

The committee will meet and set 
an agenda and a time-table for meet- 
ing these goals, The plan will then 
be presented to the mayor,

Henderson stated that the city has 
located a site near the Keyton Com- 
munity on which to build the land- 
fill, A public hearing and approval 
must be given by the comission be- 
fore a permit to construct a trash 
landfill can be obtained. 

The City of Enterprise will pro- 
vide funding for the design, the con- 
struction and the operation of the 
trash landfill. Henderson estimates 
that the proposed landfill site will 
last 5 years.

A short discussion concerning

Pool 
estimated that this would save the 
county approximately $75,000.00 

Pool informed the commission 
that the state had given approval for 
28 miles of the county's roads to be 
added to on-system roads. These 
roads are cligible to receive federal 
funds. The commission had request- 
ed that 38 miles be added but their 
request was modified by the state 
highway department.

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Coffee County Board of Education 
approves FY-1992-93 budget

Preparing and approving budgets 
for the coming year is usually promi- 
nent on many businesses’ and 
boards’ agenda in September. Cer- 
tainly, Coffee County's Board of Ed- 
ucation is no exception, 

In Monday evening's called 
meeting the Coffee County BOE 
members approved a*budget for fis- 


*cal year 92-93 of just over $8.3 mil- 


lion. The proposed budget will now 


The board took preliminary ac- 
tion to refinance the BOE's bonded 
indebtedness. 

Bryant noted that by refinancing 
the bond issue, a savings of several 
thousand dollars could be realized 
over the life of the bond. Interest 
rates are considerably lower now 
than they were when the bonds were 
issued, 

A trust fund of $500,000 plus in- 
terest will also be dissolved and ap- 
plied toward the debt retirement. 
This required a unanimous vote by

tion for its apporval. 

According to Superintendent 
Clayton Bryant, this year's budget 
would have been less than last year's 
had it not been for an increase cost 
in hospital medical insurance. 

Included in the new budget is a 

capital outlay of $102,000 for new 
buses. : 
Glenda Glass noted that in the 
new budget, all federally funded pro- 
jects have had a reduction in reve- 
nues from last year. 


The board gave its approval for 
the superintendent to attend a semi- 
nar sponsored by IBM in New York. 

At the close of the meeting, 
Bryant reminded board members 
that open house for the new Central 
Office would be held Thursday, Oc- 
tober 1. 

The new facility will be open for 
public inspection between the hours 
of 4 and 6:30 p.m. All citizens of the

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The next day after the Elba municipal election run-off, an Elba Wa- 
ter and Electric Board check for $19,600 was paid to Elba Mayor 
Fred Moore. Moore also serves as Superintendent of the city owned 
utility. Apparently the payment is legally, if not morally, correct. 
Moore is the appointed superintendent and old minutes of the board 
reflect action taken to pay him a monthly salary for the work. How- 
ever while campaigning for the mayor's office in 1988 Mr. Moore 
openly vowed not to take the extra pay ... ina public debate and in 
printed advertisements. When he resigned as a member of the 
board, several months into his administration, and asked to be ap- 
pointed superintendent, Moore stated he would serve without the 
additional pay. At least once again when the matter was mentioned 
in a board meeting, he continued to decline the moncy. Now after 
losing a close re-election bid, he immediately instructs employees 
to write him the check for back pay! We wonder why a person who 
has repeatedly said for the past four years, “My good name is most 
important and | will do nothing to tarnish it’ would suddenly do an 
about face. Now he will not be remembered for his hours and hours 
of hard work nor for the tears he shed on the Pea River bridge at 
4:30 a.m. on March 17, 1990 when reports he received indicated it 
would soon be necessary to evacuate Elba in the wake of rising 
floodwaters. He will be remembered as the self-server who had a 
$19,600 check issued to him the day after losing a re-election bid. 
Fred Moore owes himself more than that. We don't think he should 
sell his reputation for $19,600, We don’t doubt every human has a 
price, cither dollars, family safety, etc., but we would expect a 
community leader to have a higher price. 48% of a record number 
of voters casting their vote in the recent run-off election felt 
Moore's performance during the past four years warranted re- 
election.

What Other Bible Terms Describe The 
Church? 


Because first century people lived 
under kings, the church is called a 
kingdom, Like kings who freed people 
from the oppression of other kings, 
God delivers us out of the power of 
darkness into the kingdom of Christ 
(Col. 1:13). Never did first century 
people think of "your kingdom" or 
"my kingdom" in regard to the church. 
There was only the dark kingdom of 
sin and the kingdom of Christ, the 
church. Submitting to King Jesus ena- 
bles God to deliver us into the kingdom, 

The church is God's family over which He is father (Mt. 6:9). The 
church is called the "house" or family of God (I Tim. 3:15). Jesus said 
that a person is "born again" of "water and Spirit" to enter God's family 
or kingdom (Jn. 3:3, 5). Paul says that we become children of God by 
faith when we are baptized into Christ to put on Christ (Gal. 3:26, 27). 
God's family is the church, and being born again makes one a child in 
the family. 

Three times the church is called the "body" of Christ (Eph. 1:22, 23 
and Col. 1:18 and 1:24). Jesus is the "head" and all Christians are 
"members" or organs in the spiritual body. I Cor, 12:13 says that we are 
baptized "into one body." This means that one enters Christ's body, the 
church, at the point of baptism, since "into" means "from without to 
within." 

These and many other comparisons of the church show that mem- 
bership in the original first-century church was enjoyed at the moment 
of becoming a Christian. They also show the one-ness of the church, 
since God has only one kingdom, one family, and Christ as head has 
only one body (Eph. 4:4).

A standing-room-only — crowd 
jammed its way into Elba's Miller 
Memorial Stadium Friday night to 
watch the battle between two of the 
state's top high school football 
teams.

The Elba Tigers spotted the Opp 
Bobcats a 13-7 halftime lead and 
then came roaring back to outscore 
the highly-touted Bobcats 35-21, ina 
batle of unbeaten high school pow- 
ers:

Nothing in this Amend- 
ment shall diminish the powers 
granted by any law to acquire by 
purchase, gift, eminent domain or 
otherwise as restricting the use of 
an existing or future easement, 
express or implied, in favor of any 
utility or other holder of an ease- 
ment for public purpose.

Section 13. Sunset Provision. 

Beginning with the state's 2012- 
2013 fiscal year and each suc- 
ceeding fiscal year, all moneys to 
be paid into the Forever Wild Land 
Trust shall be paid to the Alabama 
Trust Fund in the event the Legis- 
lature has not provided for the 
continuation of payments into the 
Forever Wild Land Trust Fund as 
provided for in this section, pro- 
vided that 2.5% of the trust 
ticome earned from the invest- 
ment of funds in the Alabama 
Trust Fund shall continue to be 
paid to the Forever Wild Steward-

When To Dig Peanuts 


The number one question in the 
Wiregrass right now is when do! dig 
my peanuts? Every peanut farmer 
has spent the last 4 to 5 months in- 
vesting all of their time, sweat and 
capital in growing their crop of pea- 
nuts, Now it is time for the peanuts 
to make money for them. 

The main decision that can make 
or loose some extra profits is deter- 
mining the optimum time to dig. The 
maturity of your peanut crop, the 
peanut vine conditions, number of 
acres you have to harvest and the 
weather are all major factors in de- 
termining the best time to dig. Put- 
ting all of these factors together 
takes a little extra work and a lot of 
common sense. 

We have a hydroblaster at the 
Farm Center in New Brockton. This 
machine is used in the hull scrape 
method of determining peanut ma- 
turity. The hull scrape method is sci- 
entific and very accurate in deter- 
mining the maturity of a peanut 
crop. Two-thirds of the growers in 
Coffee County are testing their pea- 
nuts with the hull scraper to deter- 
mine the optimum maturity date of 
their crop, Growers are using this in- 
formation along with their field con- 
ditions to determine their best time 
to dig. 

The results come when you take 
the peanuts to the buying point and 
have them graded. Growers using 
this method have been well pleased 
with their increased yield and grade 
in their peanuts. 

If you have not used this method, 
come by the Extension Service Of- 
fice and I will be glad to help you. 
Profits made by digging on time 
verses 3 days too carly are $40 per 
acre. These are profits that can be 
made by no other input other than by 
digging at the right time.
